The  History  of  Archer  from  the  Column 

“ACCORDING  TO  MY  TELL” 

By  Fred  A.  Marsh 

Prefacing  a  history  of  the  village  of  Archer,  we  need  to  glance  briefly  at  early 
transportation  facilities  in  Merrick  county.  The  Union  Pacific  railroad,  building  west  from 
Omaha,  reached  Central  City  (known  then  as  Lone  Tree)  in  May  of  186b.  Passenger  travel 
by  stage  coach  ended  at  once  and  freighters  who  had  done  an  enormous  business  with  oxen, 
horses  and  mules,  over  the  Overland  Trail,  went  out  of  business.  From  1866  to  1880  the 
U.  P.  had  a  monopoly  of  all  business,  both  passenger  and  freight  in  a  vast  scope  of  territory. 
Freight  rates  were  exorbitant.  A  single  citation  will  serve  to  show  how  high  those  rates 
were:  My  maternal  grandfather,  Jason  Parker,  shipped  a  car  of  barley  to  Chicago  and  had 
to  send  money  in  addition  to  the  sale  price  of  the  grain  to  pay  the  freight. 

Early  settlers  were  extremely  resentful  of  this  extortion  and  made  repeated  attempts  to 
bring  a  competitive  road  into  Merrick  county.  Twice,  once  in  187Z  and  again  in  1875  they 
tried  to  bring  the  Midland  Pacific  across  from  York  to  Central  City.  The  U.  P.,  with  its 
great  financial  resources,  blocked  those  efforts;  but  the  determination  of  our  people  to  have 
another  railroad  continued  unbated. 

In  1879  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  system  came  forward  with  an  offer  to  connect  their 
main  line  at  Aurora  with  Central  City  for  a  consideration  of  $60,000.  There  was  another 
spirited  contest,  but  this  time  the  Union  Pacific  lost  out.  The  road  was  extended  to  Central 
City  in  1880;  and  for  seven  years  following  that  date,  was  the  terminus  of  this  north  branch 
of  the  Burlington.  A  turn  table  served  to  head  incoming  trains  back  toward  Aurora. 

Extension  of  the  Burlington  branch  north  from  Central  City  was  delayed  by  the  Union 
Pacific’s  refusal  to  permit  crossing  of  their  track,  Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent 
such  an  occurrence.  Rudolph  Kombrink,  custodian  of  U.  P.  interests  in  Central  City,  was 
warned  to  keep  guard  lest  the  Burlington  might,  by  some  covert  means  accomplish  its 
settled  purpose.  Finally,  under  cover  of  night  (John  Mueller  thinks  it  happened  during  the 
noon  hour  while  Mr .  Kombrink  was  eating  dinner)  the  crossing  was  effected.  The  U.  P.  tried 
in  our  district  court  and  possibly  also  in  a  higher  court  to  retrieve  the  advantage  lost  to  its 
rival;  but  without  success.  Mr .  Kombrink  lost  his  job,  of  course.  He  immediately  engaged  in 
the  furniture  business  where  he  won  a  multitude  of  friends.  But  that  has  nothing  to  do 
whatever  with  the  history  of  Archer.  The  Burlington  was  now  free  to  move  on  to  new  fields 
of  conquest. 

In  1886  Cyrus  D.  Chapman,  who  homesteaded  the  NW  1/4  of  section  Z8-14-7,  wrote  to 
Burlington  officials  urging  the  feasibility  of  a  line  out  in  the  direction  of  his  farm.  Mr. 
Chapman,  a  dynamic  character  of  whom  we  may  speak  later,  furnished  the  spark  which  set 
things  to  rolling.  The  following  year  surveyors  were  on  the  ground  marking  out  the  line  and 
determining  sites  for  towns  along  the  way.  Mr.  Chapman  gave  a  full  month  of  his  time 
helping  the  men  and  no  doubt  influencing  a  decision  in  favor  of  some  of  his  land  as  a  site  for 
the  first  town  out  of  Central  City.  On  May  Z5,  1887,  the  Lincoln  Land  Company,  co-operating 
apparently  with  the  Burlington,  purchased  from  E.  H.  Wickam  and  Mary  Chapman  (wife  of 
C.  N.)  the  land  now  occupied  by  the  village  of  Archer. 

Some  heat  was  engendered  in  naming  the  new  town.  Mr.  Wickam  wanted  it  to  bear  his 
name;  and  there  being  already  one  Chapman  in  the  county,  Mr.  Chapman  was  determined  to 
call  it  Cyrus.  A  compromise  was  reached  by  naming  it  for  Mr.  Archer,  a  man  prominent 
at  that  time  in  B.  &  M.  circles. 

Perhaps  here,  as  well  as  anywhere,  I  may  interlude  a  little  portrait  of  Cyrus  D.  Chapman, 
the  man  who  had  so  much  to  do  with  the  founding  of  Archer.  He  was  tall,  forcefully  built 
and  possessed  of  the  strength  of  several  ordinary  men.  There  are  still  extant,  many  well 
authenticated  stories  of  his  great  physical  prowess.  He  was  notoriously  lacking  in  diplomacy; 
but  reached  many  of  his  ends  through  persistency  and  sheer  force  of  will.  His  favorite  role 
was  that  of  a  leader,  and  if  deprived  of  that  advantage  he  was  never  quite  happy.  Quite  early 
in  the  century,  Mr.  Chapman,  having  acquired  a  competency,  removed  to  Omaha  where  his 
remaining  years  were  spent.  It  is  fairly  safe  to  say  that  except  for  C.  D.  Chapman,  there 
would  be  no  Archer;  and  the  town,  whatever  its  name,  would  be  differently  located. 
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The  Lincoln  Land  Company  surveyed  its  lately  acquired  property  into  town  lots  and 
almost  over  night  a  nice  little  village  sprang  into  existence.  E.  Hansen,  who  was  operating 
a  country  store  at  Adams  Center,  two  miles  southwest  of  the  proposed  town,  moved  his 
building  to  a  site  where  it  still  stands,  although  not  occupied  at  the  present  time.  A  few 
months  later  (Spring  of  1888)  Mr.  Chapman  erected  a  store  building  16  x  32  across  the 
street,  north  of  Mr.  Hansen’s  store.  Both  of  these  buildings  were  presently  enlarged.  Mr. 
Chapman,  in  partnership  with  M.  H.  Rawlings,  also  established  a  lumber  yard  at  the  rear  of 
his  store.  Other  improvements  appeared  rapidly.  The  Central  Grain  Company  of  Omaha, 
built  the  first  elevator  which,  after  passing  through  different  ownerships,  was  removed  to 
give  place  for  the  present  structure  owned  by  the  T.  B.  Hord  Company.  The  old  building  was 
finally  destroyed  by  fire.  Among  the  men  who  have  managed  our  elevator  we  recall  L.  L. 
Frazer,  E.  W.  Lehr,  Ward  Morse,  Chas.  Woodward,  Julius  Zamzow  and  C.  Eaton. 

In  1890  C.  E.  Barnett,  a  young  physician,  came  asking  for  a  place  to  office,  and  he  wished 
also  to  operate  a  drug  store,  if  a  suitable  building  could  be  provided.  A  meeting  was  called 
at  my  father’s  home  to  secure,  if  possible,  money  for  this  undertaking.  Nineteen  farmers 
engaged  jointly  to  furnish  the  money- -estimated  at  $1,900,  which  was  needed  to  carry  out 
this  project.  This  building,  dismantled  now,  served  many  needs  during  the  60  years  of  its 
existence --public  meetings,  religious  services  and  for  a  limited  time,  as  a  school  room. 

The  ground  floor  housed  numerous  business  enterprises,  notable  among  them,  a  harness 
factory.  My  first  harness,  lacking  collars,  was  a  product  of  this  shop,  owned  and  operated 
by  A.  J.  Haggerdorn.  Later  another  harness  store  was  operated  by  John  Zamzow  in  the 
building  now  used  as  a  town  hall. 

Archer  soon  came  into  prominence  as  a  shipping  center,  probably  surpassing  all  other 
towns  in  the  county  in  the  out  put  of  hay.  A  great  deal  of  grain  and  an  annual  shipment  of 
100  cars  of  livestock  combined  to  bring  considerable  revenue  into  the  coffers  of  the 
Burlington,  and  also  a  great  deal  of  business  to  the  thriving  village  of  Archer*  A  personal 
note  here:  Removal  of  our  stock  yards  has  brought  recollections  of  numerous  episodes, 
amusing  in  retrospect,  but  certainly  not  at  the  time  of  their  happening.  Arriving  at  Archer 
with  our  cattle,  half  the  entire  populace,  with  the  best  of  intentions,  would  rush  out  to  help 
yard  the  animals,  invariably  resulting  in  a  stampede,  causing  damage  to  crops  and  playing 
havoc  with  fences  all  the  way  back  to  the  farm.  For  us,  shipping  date  usually  meant  a  loss 
of  time  repairing  fences  and  conciliating  outraged  farmers.  We  certainly  welcomed  the 
advent  of  trucks. 

Returning  to  our  starting  point,  Mr.  Hansen  soon  engaged  in  a  partnership  with  J.  B. 
Templin,  operating  besides  a  thriving  mercantile  business,  a  creamery  located  just  out  side 
the  town  limits.  Horse  drawn  wagons  gathered  cream  from  a  large  area.  The  Hansen  store 
building  has  had  numerous  occupants  including  Riggs  and  Wegner,  Archer  Mercantile  Co., 
Graham  &  Mendenhall,  W.  Riggs  and  P.  C.  Woodward. 

The  Chapman  store,  already  mentioned,  was  burned  and  thereby  hangs  the  story  of  a  very 
serious  accident.  Mr.  Templin,  engaged  in  throwing  water  on  the  roof  of  his  building,  fell 
to  the  ground  shattering  his  leg  and  causing  him  much  pain  and  inconvenience  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  The  Chapman  store  was  replaced  by  a  much  larger  structure 
(repeatedly  enlarged)  which  has  been  occupied  successively  by  H.  Gurney,  Shroeder  and 
Wagner,  Wegner  and  Bonness,  Bonness  and  Dipple,  Paul  Bonness  and  the  present  owners, 
Bonness  Brothers,  who  have  a  fine  business  and  are  popular  with  their  patrons. 

At  an  early  date  S.  D.  Ayres  established  lumber  and  coal  yards;  operated  successively 
by  Robert  Brannan,  George  Ayres  and  George  Eckhoff,  the  latter  attaining  the  status  of  part 
owner. 

Our  first  and  only  hotel  was  kept  by  Chris  and  Elizabeth  Franks.  Mr.  Franks  earned 
renown  by  hauling  enormous  loads  of  hay  across  the  hills  from  the  Loup  valley.  He  also 
enjoyed  more  than  a  local  reputation  as  a  checker  player. 

The  Methodist  church  was  built  in  1901  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  R.  F.  Shackklock. 
Robert  Keeney  was  the  builder.  The  town  has  had  three  resident  carpenters,  A.  N.  Gurney, 

E.  W.  Lehr  and  Charles  Huff.  Our  list  of  blacksmiths  include  H.  Giles,  J.  B.  Foster,  Julius 
Zamzow,  Oscar  Ita,  Mr.  Jackson  and  A.  O.  Drake.  Dr.  Barnett,  who  remained  only  a  few 
years,  was  followed  by  numerous  guardians  of  our  health,  including  Drs.  Benton,  Adams, 
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Paxton,  Pitts,  Briggs,  Mitz.  Miner  Whaley,  who  made  way  with  one  of  Archer’s  lovely 
girls,  operated  a  drug  store.  Starting  with  Chris  Hostetter,  our  bankers  have  been  Joe 
Hayes,  Wm.  O’Connor,  George  Lehr,  W.  P.  Hansen  and  Mr.  McBride.  We  have  had  nine 
postmasters  as  follows:  A.  B.  Talkington,  Geo.  Kull,  H.  Gurney,  Joe  Cogil,  W.  Riggs, 

P.  C.  Woodward  and  W.  P.  Hansen.  Our  first  rural  mail  carrier  was  Deacon  Gardner, 
newspaper  correspondent  and  humorist  and  editor  of  the  Archer  Argus  followed  by 
“Punctual  to  the  Minute’*,  Buren  Wells. 

Burlington  agents  included  the  following:  A.  B.  Talkington,  John  Kamerer,  Max  Burns, 

L.  K.  James,  Joe  Cogil,  David  Brandt,  F.  B.  Yates,  Ted  Shirley,  Speed  Smith  and  Ed  Wiser. 

The  old  Hansen  store,  now  deserted,  has  housed  numerous  business  firms  including; 

E.  Hansen,  Hansen  and  Templin,  Riggs  and  Wegner,  Graham  and  Medenhall,  Warren  Riggs 
and  P.  C.  Woodward.  Farm  implement  business  has  been  represented  by  Wegner  and 
McClure,  F.  C.  Wegner,  Baker  and  Rawlings,  Fred  Baker  and  Vaughn  Tyler. 

This  brief  memory  sketch,  almost  bare  of  interesting  features,  must  not  be  accepted  as 
a  complete  and  dependable  history  of  Archer.  Since  its  origin  in  1887  the  town  has  attracted 
many  business  enterprises  which  presently  have  moved  on  in  quest  of  greener  pastures. 
These  include  grocery  stores,  drug  stores,  cream  stations,  barber  shops,  pool  halls,  repair 
shops  (Mason  Gardner  and  E.  McKendry  repaired  shoes)  and  perhaps  others.  A  hospital  for 
ailing  automobiles,  established  by  Park  Grace,  still  survives  with  Carl  Banish,  Prop.  The 
Archer  (Miller’s)  Oil  Co.,  continues  to  do  a  big  business. 

The  advent  of  gas  and  motor  cars  has  dimmed  the  future  prospects  for  towns  along  this 
branch  line  of  the  Burlington.  Archer  will  maintain  its  present  status,  but  no  expansion 
can  be  expected.  Goldsmith’s  “Deserted  Village’*,  will  never  be  re-enacted  here.  Always, 
we  hope  and  believe,  there  will  remain  some  enduring  vestige  of  the  greatness  that  was,  but 
which  can  never  be  again. 

A  Word  about  District  46,  Archer  Public  School 

Before  District  46  came  into  being  there  was  a  schoolhouse  located  between  the  present 
homes  of  Albert  Wegner  and  Guy  Eckles  which  served  the  area,  but  District  46  officially 
opened  school  in  the  fall  of  1892.  Henry  Chapman  was  the  first  instructor.  Our  own 
Historian,  Fred  A.  Marsh,  taught  the  upper  elementary  room  throughout  the  school  year 
1897-98.  Mr.  Marsh  served,  also  as  a  regent  of  the  University  of  Nebraska  for  a  number 
of  years  and  as  county  superintendent  of  Merrick  County.  The  school  was  located  on  the 
present  site  and  was  a  2  story  structure.  In  1920  it  burned  and  school  was  held  in  the 
building  north  of  the  present  implement  house  while  the  new  building  (our  present  one)  was 
being  built. 

In  the  fall  of  1925  the  first  full  four  year  high  school  opened  in  District  46.  High  School 
previous  to  1925-26  was  not  a  full  four  year  school.  Twelve  students  were  seniors  and  were 
graduated  that  year.  It  was  the  largest  graduating  class  Archer  has  ever  had. 

Archer  has  continued  to  maintain  a  full  4  year  approved  high  school  to  the  present  date. 

A  list  of  the  high  school  teachers  from  1914  to  the  present  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

We  are  proud  of  our  little  school  which  at  the  present  time  has  been  under  the 
superintendency  of  Melvin  Zichek  since  the  fall  of  1948.  Mr.  Zichek  holds  a  M.  A.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Nebraska.  F.  B.  Harrington  is  present  principal  and  holds  a  Ph.  D. 
from  Chicago  University.
